We 
believe  it  advisable  to  have  your  seeds  come  by  Parcel  Post 
when  possible.  Packages  weighing  70  lbs.  can  be  sent  into  the 
1st.  2nd,  and  3rd  zones  and  50  lbs.  is  the  weight  limit  to  the 
farther  zones. 

Please  remember  that  even  though  your  package  weighs  only 
a fraction  of  an  ounce  over  one  pound,  you  must  pay  postage  on 
a full  extra  pound.  In  remitting  to  cover  postage,  enough  must 
be  sent  to  cover  the  postage  on  packing,  etc.  If  your  package 
weighs  more  than  one  pound  and  less  than  ten  pounds,  figure 
one  pound  extra  for  packing.  If  the  package  weighs  ten  pounds 
or  more,  remit  for  two  pounds  of  packing.  We  pay  the  charges 
on  all  items  marked  postpaid  or  prepaid.
